Thomas of 
Reading, who was inted to [peak koz them, habing made bis Ma⸗ 
ſeſty a Pzeſent of tach Mon a Dundzed Pounds, which amounted 10 
Nine Bundzed in all? pꝛaying him to accept of it from his Tutteul Sub- 
ſects, to enable him to defind the Realm, and carry on the Mar, look- 
ing on his Paper, (ald, We Bumbiy beſcch Pour Majeſty, that there 
may be a ſettled Mealure fo2 Cloath thꝛoughouz the Land, to pꝛebent 
Differences and Diſliculties ariſing in ſeveral Thath-wozking Towns, 

reaſon of the uncertainty of Meaſuring. This'thall be done, faid 
the King; and thereupon cauſed bis own Arm to be meaſured, *

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This ſhall be the Sragdard-meacure, and ſo J eſtablich ſt, diſanaulling 
all other, as unlawful ; and krom that time it has ben called, the Tloath 
Ward. Then, becauſe there was a great deal ok crack'd Money in the 
Nation, which many refuſed, and therekoze it hindzed the Circle of 
Trade, he deſired, in the Name of his Bzethzen, that the King would 
be pleaſed to iſſue out his Royal Pzoclay'ation,. that it might paſs in 
Payments without controul. Nap, honeſt Clothters, replyedithe King, 
A will do better than that; J will Command by my Pꝛoclamation none 
but crack'd Money ſhall go, and then thoſe that have whole Monep, will 
be obliged to crack it, and then there will appear no difference. 
The next Demand was, That ſuch as were taken dealing their 
Cloath, when it was an the Tenters in the Fields, might be hanged ; 
ko though they were at a vaſt Tharge in watching of it, yet little fcar 
of the Puniſhment, which was but a Whipping matter, made Thieves 
bold, and in great Companies ſet upon thoſe that watched it, and take ſt 
by fozxce. To this the King pzomiſed he would pzocure ſuch a Law to 
be made, as ſon as the Parliament ſitting had diſpatched the weighty 
Afﬀairs of the Natſon, and accozdingly it was made; but chen Manging 
was lo ſtrange a Death in England, that when thep tok Malekacos, 
and bought them tothe Place of CLE, they 18 get a Hang» 
man koz Boney 02 Entręaty, no, no2 by thzeats of Puniſhment, upon 
Kefuſal; fo that they were kozted to let them go, unleſs they would have 
bhanged them themſelves, which they okten did, £22 fear of incurring the ha- 
tred of the People, by being ro cruel to. their Fellow-Creatures, But 
Hodgkins lofing muth, and being impatient at their Jmpunſty, contrived 
with a Monk to frame an Engine at Hallifax to cut off their Heads with- 
out the help of a Man; fo their Heads were no ſoner in, but a Spzing 
running, upon their touching ir, a ſharp Jron boze fozcibly down, and 
whipt them off, and this awed Otkenders. But to return The King, 
at their Requelf, kozbid Sommons to be encloſed by Rich Men, lcaving -- 
them to the Pz; talled Oppꝛeſlozs to Account, and puniſhed many of 
them by Fine and Jmpziſonment : And then ozwdered the rwo-Pjinces - 
his Song, viz. William and Robert, to treat the Tlothiers ſumptuouſty 
in his Palace, ſaying, He ſhould from that time eſtem them among(t the 
pbeſt ok his Subjects; and lo they were highly feaſted wich Wine, Ueni⸗ 
fon, and other Delicacieg. But Simon of Southampton, being a great
